OR  PINCUSHION  CACTI 

cnHEY  are  found  in  greatest  abundance  in  the  central  plateau  of  Mexico  though  many  are  native  to  the  United 
States  and  the  islands  of  the  Caribbean.  Their  name — Mamillaria — means  “nipple"  and  their  spines  are 
borne  on  the  tips  of  these.  They  bear  these  nipples  all  their  life  and  never  have  ridges;  unlike  the  Echinocacti 
who  start  life  with  nipples  but  become  ridged  with  age.  There  are  hundreds  of  varieties  from  tiny  thimble  size 
species  to  ones  a  foot  tall.  Some  are  solitary,  others  become  many-headed  clumps  a  yard  across.  Because  of 
their  moderate  size  (1"  to  6"),  great  variety  and  bright  blossoms  they  are  very  popular  with  collectors,  particu¬ 
larly  where  space  is  limited.

They  generally  grow 
on  hillsides  often  under  bushes  or 
In  crevices  between  rocks  and  hence 
like  a  porous,  very  well  drained 
soil.

CULTURE.  Since  they  vary  so  great¬ 
ly  in  their  habitats  specific  instructions 
are  given  with  the  various  genera.  In 
general  the  more  fierce  the  spiny  arma¬ 
ment  the  more  attention  should  be  given 
to  drainage  and  the  less  water  they  need. 
The  tender  green- bodied  kinds  like  the 
Rebutias  will  appreciate  more  moisture 
and  some  protection.  All  of  them  like 
plenty  of  air  and  sunlight  and  if  they 
can  be  put  outdoors  on  a  porch  or  in 
the  garden  protected  by  a  pane  of  glass 
from  long  wet  spells  they  will  show 
their  appreciation. 

We  find  they  all  do  equally  well  in 
soil  composed  of  1  part  loam,  *4  part 
leafmold,  1  part  sharp  sand  with  a  dash 
of  charcoal  and  air-slaked  lime  or  pow¬ 
dered  eggshells. 

However,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  with 
acquaintance  you  will  find  your  own 
ways  of  securing  the  results  you  want.

ASTROPHYTUM 

To  this  grand  genus  belong  four  of  the  most  inter¬ 
esting  and  popular  cacti  found  in  Mexico.  They  are 
small  plants  though  with  age  they  may  reach  a  foot 
in  height.  All  of  them  are  quite  free  in  flower  as 
you  may  see  by  the  color  photo  above.  The  plants 
are  rigid  as  though  carved  from  stone  and  no  collec¬ 
tion  is  complete  without  all  of  them. 

CULTURE.  They  grow  readily  in  the  window  gar¬ 
den  and  are  not  too  particular  liking  a  sunny  loca¬ 
tion  if  you  have  It.  Give  them  a  porous,  sandy 
soil.  In  watering  do  not  keep  them  wet  but  see  that 
they  are  barely  moist.  I  have  found  that  they  seem 
to  enjoy  a  portion  of  old  plaster  or  powdered  egg¬ 
shells  and  a  sprinkling  of  charcoal  or  crushed  bricks 
mixed  with  their  potting  soil.  They  are  found  wild 
on  limestone  hills  where  the  rainfall  is  meager.  You 
will  find  them  easy  to  succeed  with.

ECHINOPSIS 

OR  EASTER  LILY  CACTI 

Because  of  their  handsome  lily-like  blossoms  and 
the  great  freedom  with  which  they  bloom  these  are 
still  perhaps  the  most  popular  of  the  South  American 
flowering  cacti.  They  seem  to  thrive  under  the  most 
varied  conditions  and  live  to  a  great  age  some  of  my 
customers  writing  that  they  have  plants  well  over 
25  years  old  that  still  bear  dozens  of  flowers  each 
season.  Plants  are  generally  orange-shaped  but  with 
age  they  become  tall-cylindric  and  may  often  have 
10  to  15  flowers  open  at  once.  A  most  interesting 
fact  is  that  if  one  species  is  in  flower  all  the  others 
in  the  neighborhood  will  be  in  full  flower  also!  The 
blossoms  generally  open  in  the  evening  but  remain 
open  until  noon  and  if  cool  or  cloudy  all  day.  They 
are  all  native  to  Argentina,  Brazil  and  Bolivia. 

CULTURE.  Many  of  them  stand  considerable 
water  and  a  fairly  rich  soil.  In  my  garden  I  top 
dress  E.  multiplex  with  cow  manure  each  summer 
though  I  certainly  would  not  recommend  such  treat¬ 
ment  except  where  they  had  plenty  of  sunshine. 
They  bloom  through  spring  and  summer.

CHIN  CACTI 

GYMNOCALYCIUM 

The  Gyms  are  a  numerous  branch  of  the 
Barrel  Cacti  found  in  South  America  princi¬ 
pally  Argentina.  The  name  is  difficult  but 
simply  means  "naked  bud”  referring  to  the 
glabrous  flower  buds.  The  plants  are  gen¬ 
erally  small  though  a  few  become  almost  a 
foot  in  diameterl  The  ribs  are  few  and  tub- 
ercled  while  below  each  areole  is  a  distinct 
"chin"  so  characteristic  of  the  genus.  The 
flowers  of  all  are  attractive  sometimes  larger 
than  the  plants  that  bear  them  pink,  white  or 
yellow  in  color  with  a  few  red  ones. 

CULTURE.  They  are  of  the  simplest  culture  re¬ 
quiring  no  especial  care.  A  mixture  of  sandy  loam, 
leafmold  and  sand  In  about  equal  proportions  seems 
to  suit  them  well  or  Just  the  loam  alone  will  do. 
Some  of  them  have  a  short  taproot  and  during  their 
resting  period  in  winter  pull  themselves  down  almost 
flush  with  the  soil.  Keep  them  on  the  dry  side  In 
winter  as  with  all  cacti.

Some  species  are  found  at 
13,000'  elevation  on  the  bleak  shores  of  the 
world's  highest  body  of  water,  Lake  Titicaca. 
They  are  sometimes  solitary,  often  clustering, 
easily  separating.  Often  with  fleshy  roots. 
Some  are  heavily  armed  while  the  small 
clustering  species  have  comparatively  few 
spines.  The  blossoms  are  exquisite,  gen¬ 
erally  of  brilliant  hues  of  red  or  yellow.  They 
are  new  and  scarce  though  extremely  easy 
to  grow.  _  Many  blossom  when  little  more 
than  an  inch  in  diameterl 

CULTURE.  In  general  they  require  no  particular 
care.  Give  them  a  sandy  loam  soil  with  good  drain¬ 
age.  A  little  granulated  charcoal  is  helpful  to  keep 
the  soil  sweet.  Powdered  egg  shells  or  old  plaster 
will  supply  lime.  They  like  the  full  sun  and  flower 
in  early  summer.

SACRED  MUSHROOM 

Lophophora  Williamsii.

A  MAGNIFICENT  FAMILY 

The  largest  and  most  varied  group  of  Cacti  to  which  belong  the  huge  moonflowered 
Queen  of  the  Night  and  the  fragrant  Snake  Cactus  familiar  to  all. 

The  giant  Tree  Cacti  reach  a  height  of  60'  and,  in  contrast,  the  tiny  Peanut  Cactus  is  no 
larger  than  your  thumb.  Some  are  native  to  dry,  heat  tortured  deserts  others  stand  high 
above  the  chaparral  of  brush  covered  mountain  slopes.  Still  others  seek  the  heat  and  mois¬ 
ture  of  dripping  tropical  jungles  where  they  clamber  luxuriantly  in  the  tree  tops  their  great 
silvery  blossoms  opening  in  the  dusk  vying  in  splendor  with  their  companions  the  orchids. 
Since  many  of  them  grow  tall  or  are  clustered  they  make  beautiful  specimens  for  pots  or 
when  planted  out  in  warm  regions  their  stately  columns  are  majestic  in  their  simplicity. 


Culture.  Most  of  the  larger 
growing  Cerei  are  vigorous  root¬ 
ing  plants  and  quite  generally 
are  native  to  the  moister  slopes 
of  semi-desert  regions  which  have 
at  least  one  rainy  season  yearly. 

Thus  they  like  a  richer  but  well 
drained  soil  and  when  well  es¬ 
tablished  our  Cactus  Food  may 
be  used  with  great  benefit.  To 
this  group  belong  Piptanthocereus.

These  humanly  Interesting  tree  cerei  are  found  all 
the  way  from  Florida  to  Brazil.  They  vary  greatly  in 
habit,  some  being  only  a  yard  high,  others  reaching 
skyward  50  feet  I  Some  are  single  columns  (C.  senilis), 
while  others  are  much  branched.  All  of  them  are 
characterized  by  haying  more  or  less  developed 
psuedooephaliums  or  ••heads”  of  silky  white  hair 
from  which  the  blossoms  emerge.  This  hairy  head 
may  be  very  pronounced  with  long  fine  tresses  In 
thick,  spectacular  mats.

They  enjoy  a  soU  of  1  part  sandy  loam,  %  Part  leaf- 
mold.  1  part  sand,  and  a  sprinkling  of  crushed  brick 
or  charcoal  to  keep  It  "sweet”  Since  they  are  often 
found  on  limestone  formations  I  have  found  old  lime

The  Succulents 


Oddities  of  the  Plant  World  from  Everywhere 


Succulents  are  very  similar  in  appearance  and  care  to  Cacti  but  while  Cacti  are  confined 
to  the  Americas,  Succulents  are  distributed  over  the  dryer  parts  of  the  world.  The  deserts 
of  South  and  West  Africa  are  particularly  rich  in  the  strange  Living  Rocks  and  their  kindred, 
while  the  fascinating  Star  Fish  flowers,  Aloes,  Euphorbias  and  a  myriad  others  are  found  on 
every  veld  and  kopje.  Mexico  is  noted  for  the  fascinating  flowering  Echeverias  which  grow 
in  endless  variety  and  great  abundance  in  the  damper  mountains.  On  the  mesas  and  dryer 
mountain  ranges  Agaves,  Yuccas,  Nolinas  and  similar  plants  are  characteristic. 

"Succulents"  are  so  named  because  of  their  ability  to  store  water  in  their  stems  and 
leaves  to  tide  them  over  dry  seasons.  The  true  Cacti  are  also  succulents  but  for  convenience 
we  list  them  separately. 


CULTURE.  Like  Cacti  they  are 
easy  to  grow  and  require  somewhat 
the  same  care.  In  fact,  the  less 
coddling  succulents  receive  the  bet¬ 
ter  they  seem  to  do.  Many  of  them 
will  stand  more  water  than  cacti 
but  the  Living  Rocks,  Lithops,  Ti¬ 
tanopsis.  and  similar  plants  (Me- 
sembrianthema)  should  be  watered 
with  care,  particularly  during  dull 
days. 

Most  African  Succulents  seem  to 
appreciate  a  rest  during  July  and 
August  and  we  leave  our  plants  dry 
during  these  months  getting  our 
growth  in  September  and  October, 
then  resting  until  March  or  April. 
One  must  remember  that  south  of 
the  equator  winter  is  June,  spring 
is  September. 

The  Euphorbias,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  require  more  generous 
treatment  liking  a  rich  but  well- 
drained  soil  kept  barely  moist  and 
during  active  growth  our  Cactus 
Food. 

Echeverias  should  never  be  left 
too  dry  for  they  like  moisture. 


A  MIMICRY  PLANT 

Titanopsis  Schwantesii.  Nat.  size. 

This  pretty  mimicry  plant  was  first 
discovered  accidentally  when  a  botan¬ 
ist  leaned  against  a  rocky  wall  think¬ 
ing  the  plants  were  a  discoloration  on 
the  rough  surface.
